For 
example, we don t want an 
art major not being able to 
do any math. ” 

Entering a physics 
class for the first time, 
students are often lost 
in the maze of mathematical 
terms.

Besides offering 
basic shop courses, the 
Industrial Arts Department 
at PHS offered seven 
vocational programs. The 
programs were three hours 
long with a six credit 
value for students involved. 

One vocational class 
offered to students was 
Auto Body Shop, which was a 
two-year program. Involved 
in all aspects of repairing, 
students reassembled and 
refinished cars. Vehicles 
used in class were supplied 
by both students and 
teachers. 

Machine Shop was 
another vocational course 
students took. They 


made and repaired metal 
objects. Many math skills 
were used in this class 
because students worked wi th 
fittings as close as one- 
thousandth of an inch. 
Beginning with plain steel, 
machines such as drill 
presses and milling 
machines were constructed. 

Vocational Printing 
was another class offered.

Each semester, every 
student enrolled in an art 
course had to pay a $3 
fee. This money 
went into a general fund 
from which the art 
department received a 
percentage.

$3 worth of
